proposes a “system of liaison” in­ 
stead of the “drastic change” rec­ 
ommended by the Hoover Com­ 
mission. 
What the Hoover Commission 
found was four Federal hospital

for scarce medical talent 
and materials. It found each of 
the four building hospitals w ith­ 
out regard for tiie total facilities.

$51,000 per bed on hospital con- '

000 per bed spent on private hos- 1 
pitals. It found that all Federal I 
hospitals had a capacity of 225,000 j 
beds and only 155,000 patients on 
hand. It found the VA had 5600 
beds closed for lack of doctors 
and launched on a billion-dollar 
program of new construction. 
What the Hoover Commission 
proposed as a remedy was to con­ 
solidate the four Federal hospital 
systems—Veterans Administration, 
Army. Navy and Public Heath 
Service—into a

Medical 
Administration. It suggested hos­ 
pitalizing Federal patients in pri­ 
vate hospitals on a reimbursement 
basis whenever it is efficient to 
do so. It asked an independent 
study of the need for emergency 
aid to medical schools.

County accepted the resignation of

of Portageville, Byron Sharp of 
Gideon,

Superintendent of 
Schools Floyd Liley of Lilbourn. 
The Record has been informed 
by Dr. Budenholzer, present secre­ 
tary of the county library board, 
that a meetnig will be held some 
time during the week of September 
17 in order for the board to re­ 
organize by the election of officers 
and for any other business that 
may come before the board. 
At that time it is expected that 
the whole field of library activity 
in the county will be reviewed and 
decisions reached on future policy.

The County Library was organiz­ 
ed by a vote of the people outside 
of the cities ol New Madrid, Gid­ 
eon, Lilbourn and Parma, because 
each of those towns had their own 
city libraries and were not en­ 
titled to vote on establishment of a 
county library. Since that time, 
however, the city of Parma has 
become a part of the county sys­ 
tem, leaving the other three still 
not a part of the county system 
and people in those towns do not 
pay taxes toward operation of the 
county library.

After a recess of almost three 
weeks, the House reconv ened last 
Wednesday, and it is most likely 
that the business of this session 
can be completed within a month. 
In fact, Senator McFarland, M a­ 
jority Leader in the Senate, is 
still 
shooting for 
October 1 ad­ 
journment. House leaders, how­ 
ev er, are not so optimistic and it 
would appear 
that 
October 15 
would be a more likely date, with 
October 27 predicted by some. 
Despite the fact that little op­ 
position was anticipated, the House 
spent two days in approv ing a bill 
which would exempt baler twine 
lrom a 15% import duty. Propon­ 
ents of the measure, adv ocated by 
e ll of the leading farm organiza­ 
tions, claim that the effect of the 
passage of tiie bill (which must 
still be approv ed by the Senate) 
will eliminate a shortage of twine 
used in baling hay and fodder. Op­ 
ponents (principally those who ad­ 
v ocate and support high tariffs) 
claim it would flood the country 
with poor quality foreign twine. 
Actually, the legislation has the 
effect of clarifying the intent of 
Congress relativ e to 
binder and 
baler twine as affected by the 
Tariff Act of 1930. While binder 
wine has been admitted duty free 
under the Tariff Act of 1930, baler 
twine has been subject to a 15% 
•mport duty under a ruling of the 
Customs Bureau since 1945, de­ 
spite the fact that both twines are 
manufactured .from the same raw 
materials, on the same machines 
ind in the same plants, the only 
difference being that baler twine 
has a greater num ber of strands of 
sisal, henequen, and manila fibers, 
and then .'ore a 
greater tensile 


strength than 
binder twine. It 
might also be added that wire is 
permitted free entry on the ground 
that baling hay is considered an 
agricultural 
pursuit, 
yet 
baler 
twine is not permitted free entry. 
It was also interesting to note that 
while there 
was 
sufficient 
op­ 
position in the House to delay pas­ 
sage of the bill, when the record 
roll-call v ote came, the bill was 
approv ed 210-41. 


According 
to a 
statement by 
Chairman Spence of the House 
Banking Committee to the effect 
that no hearings will be held by 
his Committee until the Senate 
has acted, the House will let the 
Senate take the initiativ e in mak­ 
ing any of the changes which the 
Administration has proposed in the 
new 
Defense 
Production (Con­ 
trols) Act. 


The Senate Rules Committee has 
cleared for floor debate a Senate 
Concurrent 
Resolution 
which 
would amend the Legislativ e Re­

which Congress discarded after a 
one-year trial. It will be recalled 
that during the second session

the 81st Congress, upon the in- 
sistance of Chairman Cannon of

adopted. During that session, the 
House passed the 
appropriation 
bills on May 10. and while there 
was some delay in the Senate, the 
bill was passed there on August 
4. and 
the 
conference

agreed to on August 28. This year, 
rev erting to the prev ious practice, 
the last ct. the major appropriation 
bills (with the exception of the 
Department of Defense) was pass­ 
ed by the House on July 26 and 
(the Senate just last week passed 
the $ 61 billion Defense Departm ent 
appropriation.

The Record has been informed 
by Dr. Budenholzer, present secre­ 
tary of the county library board, 
that a meetnig will be held some 
time during the week of September 
17 in order for the board to re ­ 
organize by the election of officers 
and for any other business that 
may come before the board. 
At that time it is expected that 
the whole field of library activity 
in the county will be reviewed and 
decisions reached on future policy. 
Because of recent publicity con­ 
cerning 
activities 
of the 
New 
Madrid County Library Board, it 
is thought that people might be 
interested in learning the facts. 
The County Library was organiz­ 
ed by a vote of the people outside 
of the cities of New Madrid, G id­ 
eon, Lilbourn and Parm a, because 
each of those towns had their own 
city libraries and were not en­ 
titled to vote on establishment of a 
county library. Since that time, 
however, the city of Parm a has 
become a part of the county sys­ 
tem, leaving the other three still 
not a part of the county system 
and people in those towns do not 
pay taxes toward operation of the 
county library. 
Early this year a situation de­ 
veloped under 
which the 
head­ 
quarters of the 
county 
library, 
which had originally been set up 
at New Madrid, and at that time 
was not generally approved by the 
citizens of this community, found 
it necessary to seek a new location 
because af the inadequacy of the 
space available in the room they 
occupied. 
The county librarian is said to 
have looked at buildings in Lil­ 
bourn, Morehouse and Portageville 
for a new location and it was thus 
seen that at that time there was 
no objection on the part of the 
then existing library 
board to 
move the headquarters from New 
Madrid. But this activity brought 
the m atter to the front and some 
of the civic clubs of New Madrid 
decided they would like to keep 
the headquarters. Considerable ef­ 
fort was then exerted in *an a t­ 
tempt to find a suitable location 
here. 
The most suitable location to be 
found was in one of the E. F. Sharp 
buildings and the county library 
board agreed to rent the room at 
$70.00 per month with an agree­ 
ment that certain repairs and im­ 
provements would be made, many 
of which have not yet been made. 


The board would have to spend 
several thousand dollars for proper 
equipment and m aintenance of that 
location. 
Citizens of 
New Madrid, the 
New Madrid Board of Aldermen 
and the City of New Madrid L i­ 
brary Board then decided that it 
would be to their advantage to 
consolidate 
with 
the 
County 
Library system and thereby re­ 
duce their library maintenance tax 
levy from 20 cents on the hundred 
dollar valuation to IO cents per 
hundred. 
After that decision the 
City 
Council of New Madrid requested 
the County Library Board to ap­ 
prove their 
application of 
con­ 
solidation, which has been done, 
and the City Council then request­ 
ed the County Court to call an 
election .for the purpose of giving 
voters of New 
Madrid an 
op­ 
portunity to approve the consolida­ 
tion. 
This election, under the 
law, 
will be called by the County Court 
at the next annual school election, 
which will be in April of 1952. 
Until that election has been held 
and voters of New Madrid have 
approved the 
consolidation, 
the 
town oi New Madrid will not be 
a legal part of the County Library 
system and will not start paying 
taxes for purpose of the county 
library until approval by voters 
of New Madrid. 
However, in order to promote 
the welfare of the New Madrid 
County Library, the 
people of 
New Madrid proposed to rent the 
Memorial Library building to the 
county library board for $1.00 per 
year with the understanding that 
the county board will take over 
operation of the New Madrid P ub­ 
lic Library and keep it open. 
There has been no dispute of 
the fact that the library building 
at New Madrid is not large enough 
to meet requirements of the coun­ 
ty library and people of New Mad- 
red have reserved the right to 
maintain and enlarge their his­ 
toric museum and memory book 
shelf in the building. 
It is also understood that citi­ 
zens of New Madrid will not give 
up their ownership of the build­ 
ing and the lease provides that 
either party 
may 
abrogate 
the 
agreement with sixty days notice. 
It is also the opinion of most 
interested people that the county 
library board would not desire to 
have the library building in New 
Madrid and also the Sharp build­ 
ing, which it now occupies, in the 
same town. In order to make the 
city’s library building adaptable 
considerable 
building 
improve­ 
ment would be made necessary 
and the county 
library 
board 
would not desire to m ake these ex­ 
penditures on property not be­ 
longing to the county. 
The City of New Madrid may in 
the future see fit to enlarge the 
present building and make a pro­ 
posal of rental to the county li­ 
brary board, but that depends on 
future action and does not solve 
the housing problem for the coun­ 
ty library at this time. 


Because the citizens of Portage­ 
ville cooperated in bringing the 
county library system to the coun­ 
ty and because of the further fact 
that a large majority of the citizens 
of the county who are served by 
the county library live in the south 
part of the county, the civic clubs 
of Portageville feel they are en­ 
titled to have headquarters of the 
county library. 
Therefore, some members of the 
county library board voted to move 
headquarters to Portageville with 
full understanding that, since the 
operation up to now has been al­ 
most entirely by the Bookmobile, 
it would make no difference where 
the headquarters was located. 
It is also the information of The 
Record that up to now the coun­ 
ty library has only had it’s head­ 
quarters open to the public at New 
Madrid one day a week. 
The Record has been informed 
by m embers of the new board that 
it hopes to improve this institution 
by accepting the lease proposal of 
the New Madrid Public Library 
Board and taking over the M e­ 
morial Library here with full-time 
employees, and placing of a copy 
of each book that is contained in 
the county library system. 
That will mean that the public 
will have open to them every day 
of the week a public library at the 
county seat of New Madrid, and 
that the north end of the county 
can be served from the branch 
located here. 
At the same time it is proposed 
that the headquarters, if located at 
Portageville, will also be kept open 
each day for the benefit of the 
public and the south end of the 
county to be served from that lo­ 
cation. 
Thus, in addition to have book­ 
mobile service citizens of the coun­ 
ty will have two completely equip­ 
ped libraries available to them at 
all times. 
The Record has also been in ­ 
formed that the board is now seek­ 
ing a qualified librarian — Miss 
Berniece McCulloch having tend­ 
ered her resignation — to 
take 
charge of the county library sys­ 
tem under the new set-up and it 
is their hopi* that a person may be 
found who w ill see fit to cooperate 
with the library board for better­ 
ment of service to all county peo­ 
ple. — New Madrid Record.

After a recess of almost three 
weeks, the House reconvened last 
Wednesday, and it is most likely 
that the business of this session 
can be completed within a month. 
In fact, Senator McFarland, Ma­ 
jority Leader in the Senate, is 
still 
shooting for 
October I ad­ 
journment. House leaders, how­ 
ever, are not so optimistic and it 
would appear 
that 
October 15 
would be a more likely date, with 
October 27 predicted by some. 
Despite the fact that little op­ 
position was anticipated, the House 
spent two days in approving a bill 
which would exempt baler twine 
lrom a 15% import duty. Propon­ 
ents of the measure, advocated by 
i ll of the leading farm organiza­ 
tions, claim that the effect of the 
passage of the bill (w-hich must 
still be approved by the Senate) 
will elim inate a shortage of twine 
used in baling hay and fodder. Op­ 
ponents (principally those who ad­ 
vocate and support high tariffs) 
claim it would flood the country 
with poor quality foreign twine. 
Actually, the legislation has the 
effect of clarifying the intent of 
Congress relative to 
binder and 
baler twine as affected by the 
Tariff Act of 1930. While binder 
wine has been admitted duty free 
under the Tariff Act of 1930, baler 
Twine has been subject to a 15% 
import duty under a ruling of the 
Customs Bureau since 1945, de­ 
spite tho fact that both twines are 
manufactured from the same raw 
naterials, on the same machines 
md in the same plants, the only 
lifference being that baler twine 
bas a greater number of strands of 
sisal, heneqm ii, and manila fibers. 
md then fore a greater tensile 


strength than 
binder twine. It 
might also be added that wire is 
permitted free entry on the ground 
that baling hay is considered an 
agricultural 
pursuit, 
yet 
baler 
twine is not permitted free entry.
